FOREST FIRES. 
With In dian a reportin g sev eral forest fires in 
th e sou th ern part of th e state, it begin s to look 
as if it will be a seriou s m atter before th e su m­ 
mer season gets well u n der way . In addition to 
precau tion , th ere sh ou ld be some form of pu n ish ­ 
men t for th ose gu ilty of startin g su ch fires, pro­ 
v ided, of cou rse, th e offen ders cou ld be con v icted. 
Startin g a forest fire in th e day s of Frederick 
th e Great mean t a h eav y fin e or jail sen ten ce for 
some on e, accordin g to h istorical data recen tly 
rev iewed by th e 
forest serv ice of th e 
Un ited 
States departm en t of agricu ltu re. 


American foresters h av e lon g deplored th e gen ­ 
eral pu blic disregard of forest v alu es, th e in dif­ 
feren ce to damage by fire or promiscu ou s cu ttin g, 
bu t th ey h av e n ev er u rged th e in fliction of sev ere, 
pen alties u pon person s gu ilty of su ch damage. It 
is sometimes felt, h owev er, th at th e pen alty im­ 
posed in a particu lar case is a h eav y on e. 
By 
con trast with th e earlier laws of cou n tries wh ere 
v ital relation sh ip of forest to pu blic welfare was 
first recogn ized, presen t-day pen alties for v iola­ 
tion s of forestry laws in th is cou n try are mild. 
Ex cerpts from a proclamation of Kin g Freder­ 
ick, Berlin , December 3, 1775, sh ow some of th e 
sev erities in h is forest laws for East Pru ssia: 
“An y on e startin g a fire in or with in 100 paces 
of a forest, or u sin g a pitch torch or an y fire 
wh en fish in g or catch in g crawfish in an y lakes 
with in an d on streams or creeks flowin g th rou gh 
a forest, or wh o smokes tobacco du rin g th e dry 
or su mmer season with in a forest, ev en th ou gh 
n o damage is don e, sh all be pu n ish ed with a fou r- 
week jail or pen iten tiary sen ten ce, an d, if an y 
damage resu lts, sh all pay su ch damage; if h e 
can n ot pay th e damage, th e period of imprison ­ 
m en t sh all be in proportion to th e amou n t of 


damage ascertain ed, u p to 100 th aler (78), on e- 
fou rth y ear; from 100 to 200 th aler <$75 to $150), 
on e-h alf y ear, an d 200 th aler an d ov er, on e y ear 
imprison men t. 
“An y person willfu lly or maliciou sly startin g a 
fire in a forest, with in ten t of damage to su ch 
forest, sh all be pu n ish ed with a ten -y ear pen i­ 
ten tiary sen ten ce at h ard labor, an d u pon es­ 
tablish in g th e moral respon sibility th e sen ten ce 
may be in creased ev en to a death pen alty . An y 
on e discov erin g an d reportin g su ch ev iden ce sh all 
receiv e a reward of 50 th aler.”

American foresters have long deplored the gen- 


eral public disregard of .forest values, the indif- 
'ereiice to damage by fire or promiscuous cutting, 
sut they have never urged the infliction of severe, 
penalties upon persons guilty of such damage. It" 
is sometimes felt, however, that the penalty im- 
jposed in a particular case is a heavy one. By 
^contrast with the earlier laws of countries where 
vital relationship of forest to public welfare was 
first recognized, present-day penalties for viola- 
tions of forestry laws in this country are mild. 
{„ Excerpts from a proclamation of King Freder- 
ick, Berlin, December 3, 1775, show some of the 
severities in his forest laws for East Prussia: 


^'Any one starting a fire in or within 100 paces 


•of a forest, or using a pitch torch or any fire 
when fishing or catching crawfish in any lakes 
within and on streams or creeks flowing through 
a. forest, or who smokes tobacco during the dry 
or summer season within a forest, even though 
310 damage is done, shall be punished with a four- 
Week jail or penitentiary sentence, and, if any 
damage results, shall pay such damage; if he 
ican not pay the damage, the period of imprison- 
ment shall be in proportion to the amount of 


damage ascertained, up to 100 thaler (78), one- 
fourth year; from 100 to 200 thaler ($75 to $150') 
one-half year, and 200' thaler and over, one year 
imprisonment. 


"Any 
person willfully or maliciously starting a 


fire in a forest, with intent of damage to such 
forest, shall be punished with a ten-year peni- 
tentiary sentence at hard labor, and upon es- 
tablishing the moral responsibility the sentence 
may be increased''even to a death penalty. Any 
one discovering and reporting such evidence shall 
receive a reward of 50 thaler."
